1. This investigation was requested by the District Commander, 20th 
District OSI (IG) USAF, McChord AFB, Washington, predicated upon receipt 
of a newspaper clipping from the Spokesman Review, Spokane, Washington, 
dated 14 July 1949, entitled, "Flying Saucer over Pullman." 


AT PULIMAN, WASHINGTON 


2. The writer interviewed the following civilians on 5 August and 7 
September 1949, regarding the sighting of unconventional aircraft;

All of the above-named furnished substantially the same information which 
is set forth hereinbelow. 


> The date of sighting was 13 July 1949 at approximately 1430 to 
1500 hours, Pacific Standard Time. ‘The observers were at the Union Pacific 
railroad yards; two were working on the railroad tracks and two were load- 
ing coal from a bin into a truck. Three objects were sighted, flying in 
formation, echelon to the left, At the time of sighting, the objects were 
estimated to be ten miles northwest of Pullman at an unknown elevation. None 
of the observers would venture to make an estimate as to altitude but stated 
that it was about the same height as the average airliner. The objects were 
sighted at an indicated 45° angle above the horizon, and two of the objects 
passed directly overhead. ‘The objects were estimated to be in sight from 
five to eight minutes. The objects were circular-shaped discs, being 
approximately six feet through the center or middle section and tm feet 
in diemeter. They were black on the top and silver colored on the bottom. 
The material or substance of construction was unknown. They were flying 
toward the southeast. The object oscillated in flight, creating a blink- 
ing effect as the silver and black surfaces came into view. The arc or 
swing of the objects was very mechanical and regular and covered epproxi- 
mately 80°. hen the objects were approximately five miles from the ob- 
servers, the trailing object made a 90° tum to the left and disappeared 
from view northeast of Pullman. The two remaining objects continued in 
a straight line of flight unti] they were directly overhead, and then they 
executed a 90° turn to the left and continued a straight lind of flight to 
the northeest. There was no evidence of emoke or vapor trails nor any 
type of exhaust. No sound was audible. The weather was hot and humid, with 
a few scattered clouds, and the observers did not recall seeing the object 
pass through or near any clouds. The speed was constent and estimated as 
about the same as a commercial airliner, ‘There was no evidence of propul- 
sion other then the oscillating effect and no evidence of control surfaces 
were noted, The objects continued in flight until they disappeared from 
view. The observers did not know what the objects were.

a. Mr. MM General Delivery, Pullman, Wn., is 
employed as a laborer at the Duthies Seed Company, Pullman, Wn. Ee has 
no pertinent hobbies. SERPs approximately 55 years old and apparently 
not well educated. He displayed excitement in describing the objects 
and pppoared ee any publicity he may obtain from his account of 
the objects. attention was drawn to the objects by SEmissmmii 
who saw the objects first. 


>. MyggMer ceneral Delivery, Pullman, Wn., is em- 
ployed as a laborer at the Duthies Seed Company. He admitted that his 
sight was impaired and that he did not have his glasses on at the time 
the objects were in view. iiime incoherent and poorly educated, was 
unable to give any pertinent details regarding the objects. 


c. Mr. Rui, General Delivery, Pullman, Wn., is em- 
ployed by the Union Pacific Railroad Co., at Pullman, Wn., as a laborer 
on the section crew. He is approximately 35 years old, apparently has 
a high school education, and appeared to be very observing. He was sin- 
cere regarding the information he furntehed. He was not able to deter- 
mine the speed, altitude, or size of the object but furnished what he 
considered a rough estimate, When he did not know the answers to certain 
questions, he frankly admitted he did not know. 


à 1: 20 - Pullman, Wn., is employed 
as a laborer on the section crew by the acific Railroad Company, 


Pullmen, Wn. He is approximately 55 years old and has poor eyesight. He 
was the first to sight the objects. He was unable to determine their 
size or shape, but his attention was drawn to the objects by the blinking 
effect in the sky, and then he asked the others what it was. 


AT PONG, WASHINGTON 

4, Major sestas weether Officer, Spokane AFB, fur- 
nished the following weather sequence from the files governing the Pull- 
man, Wn., area on 13 July 1949: "Scattered clouds at 1800 feet; visi- 
bility, 30 miles; temperature, 97°; end wind from the north at 6 miles 


per hour." VIGER further advised that it could have been clear over 
Pullman at 1400 hours as the clouds were very scattered. 


5. lst LEI 5.0 eretions, Spokane AFB, was 
interviewed and advised that on 13 July 1949 one flight of four B-29's 
departed Spokane AFB at 1310 enroute to San Francisco, California, and 
they may have been sighted from Pullman, Washington.
